Farley Imperforates—Sequel 


Final figures on sale of the Far- 
ley Imperforates during the period 
from March 15 through June 15, 1935, 
have been compiled by the Philatelic 
Agency at Washington—the sum 
total being $1,663,717.66. 

The above figure includes all sales 
whether blocks of four or full sheets, 
but dividing that figure shows that 
full sheets sold were valued at $1,- 
467,972.70 with total number of com- 
plete sheets 184,347; total value of 
blocks of four sold reached only 
$195,744.96 and the number of the cut 
blocks 936,262. 

For the benefit of all collectors, 
whether collecting the Farleys from 
a collector’s viewpoint only or wheth- 
er from the investment angle we are 
here printing the complete tabulation 
of figures:

numbers sold, the increase over oth 
values was nowhere near so large 
might have been expected. 


Maryland and Kosciusko—Gone 


The new Agency list was released 
on August 1, and shows that the two 
stamps oldest on the list of commem- 
oratives have been removed from sale, 
the Maryland Tercentenary and the 
Kosciusko, 3c and 5c denominations 
respectively. It is not surprising to 
see these stamps removed, they have 
been notoriously hard to find in well 
centered condition. 

This removal leaves but four com- 
memoratives listed as such on the 
Agency statement, although all of 
the perforated Parks are still avail- 
able, as well as all of the imperforate 
souvenir panes. The commemoratives 
left are the Mothers, both flat and 
rotary, the Wisconsin and Connecti- 
cut Tercentenarys and the stamp for 
the San Diego Exposition. 

Two new electric eye plates have 
been added to those on sale at the 
Agency, bearing plate numbers 21399 
and 21402. These experimental sheets 
are available only in the entire form

Among the latest finds on the San 
Diego stamp is a sheet having two 
shades which has been brought to our 
attention by Simpson Yeomans. One 
half of the sheet is described as very 
dark while the remaining part is very 
much lighter. While such variations 
of shades are not common they are 
often apt to happen. This is caused 
by uneven inking when the ink is ap- 
plied to the plate or by uneven wip- 
ing. On rotary press issues the whole 
process is mechanical although, we 
imagine, both the ink supply and the 
need for clean plate wipers must be 
watched by an attendant.

Ralph L. Engle, Jr. reports finding 
a red dash on stamp No. 96 on the 
lower left pane of plate No. 20491 
(Red) and 20454 (Black) of the Red 
Cross issue. The dash is just below 
the cross. As this comes from the 
red plate it will be found in connec- 
tion with any black number. We have 
checked this and found it constant. 

Mr. Engle also asks why two plate 
numbers were used on this and other 
bi-colored issues. In printing stamps 
in two colors two plates are required, 
one for each color, and each is given 
a number. 


Mr. Harry J. Holmes reports having 
obtained a full sheet of the Farley 
imperforate Mothers’ Day stamp 
which shows a very strong and clear 
offset, or reverse impression over the 
entire back of the sheet. This happens 
quite frequently on all flat plate is- 
sues and is caused by one sheet being 
laid on top of one underneath which is 
not fully dried. In fact, this is one 
simple way to distinguish flat plate 
and rotary press issues of the same 
stamp. It is not an invariable rule 
that flat plate stamps show an offset 
on the back but it happens with great 
enough frequency to follow for pre- 
liminary sorting. 


Walter Zorn appends a list of plate 
numbers to a request that we list 
the stamps printed from them. 
this would take up a bit more space 
than we have we suggest that he, or 
anyone else interested, join the Bur- 
eau Issues Association or at least 
communicate with the B. I. A. librar- 
ian, Mrs. J. W. Lundy, Newtown, Pa., 
who has lists of all plate numbers 
in handy form and at a nominal price. 
Furthermore, their publication, the 
Bureau Specialist, contains all such 
detailed information as it appears.

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Bicentennials 





The 3c—The Cocked Hat—is from a painting by 
Peale showing Washington at Valley Forge, 1777. 
It was not popular at first on account of the costume, 
but is one of the handsomest of the series. It is re- 
corded in deep violet, bright violet, violet and reddish 
violet, with again a number of minor varieties. 


456,198,500 were issued, from plates 20557 to 58; 
20694 to 95; 20847 to 48; 21014 to 15 and 21042 to 
45. The higher numbers were made to meet the 
demand caused by the change of rate of postage from 
2c to 3c. The stamp promises to become a scarce one. 


The 4c—Peale Portrait—gives an unusual and little 
known appearance of Washington. ‘The picture was 
painted in 1777 and is owned by William Patten of 
Rhinebeck, N. Y. The stamp is recorded in light 
brown and runs from yellowish brown to a dark red 
brown. ‘There are a number of minor varieties, the 
principal one being the broken frame line at the bottom 
of stamp 100 on the lower right pane of plate 20568. 


151,201,300 were issued, from plates 20567, 20568, 
20593 and 20594. 


The 5c—The Civilian— is taken from the last of 
the fourteen portraits painted by Peale, which is owned 
by the New York Historical Society. It presents a 
familiarly known Washington and the stamp is an 
attractive one. It is recorded in blue, bright blue, deep 
blue and dark blue, with several small minor varieties. 


170,565,100 were issued, from plates 20636 to 
20639. 


The 6c—The General—shows Washington at 60 
when he posed for John Trumbull in 1792 in the uni- 
form which he wore at Trenton years before. The 
picture is in the Trumbull Gallery at Yale. The 
stamp is recorded in orange, bright orange and deep 
orange, and, strangely enough, no minor varieties are 
known. 


111,739,400 were issued, from plates 20569 and 
20570. 


The 7c-—The Curly Wig—again presents an un- 
usual picture of Washington in Colonial uniform and 
wig. It is taken from a portrait done by John Trum- 
bull in 1780, and is recorded in black, gray black and 
intense black. There are a number of minor varieties, 
the principal one being the broken letter “N”’, the 
first one in the word “Washington,” which appears 
frequently on plates 20563 and 20564. 


83,253,400 were issued, from plates 20563, 20564, 
20731 and 20732. 


The 8c—The Aristocrat—shows a splendid portrait 
of the elderly Washington. It is taken from a life 
crayon drawing by St. Memim in Philadelphia in 1798, 
now owned by J. C. Brevort, Brooklyn. It was the 
last picture made of Washington. The stamp is re- 


corded in varying shades of olive bistre, and there are 
no minor varieties known. 


96,506,100 were issued, from plates 20565 and 
20566. 


The 9c-—Washington the Mason—is from a portrait 
of him in Masonic uniform, by W. Williams, 1795, 
which is owned by the Alexandria, Va., Masonic 
Lodge, for which it was made. ‘The symbols of Ma- 
sonry were removed because under rules established 
in the Post Office Department no person has been 
pictured in his fraternal capacity. The stamp appears 
in pink, pale pink and deep pink, with no known 
minor varieties. 


75,709,200 were issued, from plates 20640 and 
20641. 


The 10c—Washington—is printed in the miserable 
yellow color so often used by the Department which 
gives the design a very poor chance to be well shown, 
especially at night. It is from another Gilbert Stuart 
portrait painted in 1795, and shows Washington in his 
latter years. ‘The stamp is recorded in yellow, deep 
yellow, yellow orange and deep yellow orange, and 
no minor varieties are known except a very small one 
on stamp 1, upper left pane of plate 20687. 


147,216,000 were issued, from plates 20642, 20643, 
20686 and 20687. 


The 2c Lake Placid 





For some years the nations where the Olympic 
Games were held had issued a stamp or stamps in 
honor of the event. The games were held in the 
United States in 1932, and as the third Winter Olym- 
pic was aiso to be held here, it was decided to issue 
stamps for the events. 


The 2c—Olympic Winter Games—flat plate, perf. 
11, no watermark, appeared on January 25, 1932. It 
is recorded in carmine rose, with bright and deep 
shades, a small double transfer, a cracked plate, a “red 
snowball” variety and a number of other smaller ones. 
The crack appears on the two upper panes of plate 
20823, stamp 50 upper left and stamps 41, 42, 51 and 
52, upper right, all show it. The red dot or snowball 
is found in front of the ski jumper on stamp 64, upper 
right pane, plate 20815. 


51,102,800 of the stamps were issued, from plates 
20815 to 20826. 


First day covers are from Lake Placid, N. Y. 
where the games were held, dated Jan. 25, 1932, and 
the stamp was put on sale at the Agency the following 
day.

COSTA RICA—Gibbons’ latest Monthly
